Present Status of the Two Honses,
and their Probable Fature
Complexion—The Out-
going Senators and
their Succes-

SOI'S,

On tho next Legislature will devolve the re-
sponsible duty of apportioning the State into
Congressional, Benatorial, and Assembly districts,
and It 12 of the nimost importance, thercfore,
that the Republicans maintain their ascend-
ancy in both branches. Under the present con-
gressional and Legislative apportionments, it is
possible for the Democrats to carry the State on
the popular vote, and yet lose the control of the
General Assembly. In 1867 the Democrats
glected Jurtice Sharawood by a popular majority
of nearly 1000, and yet the Republicans held
their gupremacy in both the Senate and House.

The Outgolng Senntors.

The present Benale is divided politically ioto
18 Republicans and 15 Demeerats. In the Re-
publican list we class Mr, Lowry, who claima to
be an independent, with decided Republican
proclivities, and is in fact eminently eccentric
in his political movements. The following
Senators retire in Octeber: —

The Fifth distriet has 3000 Re-
publican majority on a full vote; the Twenly-
fifth has 6000: the Twenly-ninth has 5500;
aud the Twenty-first distriet, now represented
Ly one Republican and one Demecrat, has 500

lepublican majority en an average vote,
The Third District.

The Third district is composed of the T'ifth,
Rixth, Eleventh, Twelfth, Sixteemth, Soven-

The colored vote will add nearly 1000 to the
Republican vete and make the district close,
and political suecess may depend wupon the
relative strength of the candidates, The con-
test for the Democratic nomination will be be-
tween Nagle, preseni Senator, Daily, present
member of the House, and Donnelly, formerly
s member of the House. The Republican nomi-
nation is not warmly centested.

The Fiftk Distrlet.
{ In the Fifth district Mr. Stinson, of Montgo-
mery county, late Speaker of the Benate, will
be presented by his county for remomination,
and Major Pomeroy, Colonel Pennypacker, and
H. 8. Evans, of the Record, of Chester, are con-
testing the nomination In that county. All are
experienced legislators. Major Pomeroy has
been two sessions in the House, Colonal Penny-
packer has served three sessions, and Mr. Evans
bas served in both House and Benate. Dela-
ware county will prebably be called upon to
decide between Mr, Btinson and the nominee
of Chester county. The nominee will of courze
be elected.

The SHixth Distriet.

In the Bixth distriet the Democrats will likely
nominale a new man, and if the Republicans are
prudent and vigilant they have nearly an even
chance for success. The colered vote will be
quite as large as the average Pemocratic ma-
jority, and with a full Republican vote the
county could be carrled, but we do not class it
as Republican, Last year the vete stood G505
for Geary, and 7061 for Packer—a Democratic
majority of only 556,

The Beventh Distriet.

In the SBeventh district Mr. Brown will be
rotated out for a Lehigh county man, in accord-
ance with inflexible usage in that sectlon, and
Lis successor will, of course, be a Democrat.

The Elghth Distriet,

In the Eighth district Mr. Davis has already
been twice elected, once for the unexpired term
of Mr. Clymer, and again for a full term. He
islikely to be his own successor. We bolleve
that the Republicans de not hope to carry Berks
this year,

The Ninth District.

In the Ninth district there will be a bitter
contest for the Democratic nomination and an
earnes, fight for success at the election. Mr,
Raudall has been twice elected, and will pretty
ceriainly be renominated. Colonel Cake, now
M. C., is spoken of as the Republican caundidate,
and should he be nominated there will be an
exhansting struggle, with the ehances in favor
of the Republicans. The vote for Gevernor in
1560 stood 7902 for Geary, and 8901 for Packer—
a Dewocratic majority of 900.

The Fourtcenth District.

In the Fourteenth district the Republicans
have twice thrown away the Seunator by loeal
feuds or bad nominations, In 1864 Judge Walls
(Dewn,) was elected over Mr. 8hriver; and agaln
in 1867 Mr. Beck (Dem.) was elected over Mr,
Wingert.

The House of Representatives.

The last House stood 60 Republicans to 40
Democrats, Republican majority 20, In thls
city the Republicans elected 13 of the 18 mem-
bers, but it is pot probable that more than 13
can be chosen next fall, Unless improved nomi-
nations are made there iz danger that two or
three districts may be lost. Looking over the
State, we do not see where the Republicans can
gain more than four members under the moat
favorable circumstances, viz: two in Franklin
and Perry and two in Huntingdon, Mifl'in, and
Juniata. In these districts the Democrats have
an even chance with tue Republicans, and it is
not safe to count on changes. Ina bad tide
Iv is  possible for the Republicans
to lose three in Indiapa and Westmoreland,
three in Lycoming, Union, and Snyder, two in
Luzerne, and two ln Bedford, Fulton, and
Romerset—ten in all—which, counting the re-
mainder of the Btate to elect as lasl year, would
make the House a tie. In 18540 the House was
a tie, but for thiriv-one vears ope of the great
parties has had a working maiority in the popu-
lar branch of the Leglslature.
